FOREIGN SEGRETARY Selwyn Lloyd said yesterday 


Britain still rejects UN demands for the immediate with- 
drawal of British troops from Egypt. 

This is defiance of the overwhelming decision of the 
United ‘Nations. It compounds the crime of aggression, 
the bombardment of peaceful cities and the occupation 
of foreign soil by the British-French-Israeli invaders. 

- Tt also throws light on the hullabaloo raised about 
Syria, especially .under the instigation of the Buitish and 
colonialists. They've been screaming about Soviet. arms 
shipments as a means of excusing their aggression in Egypt. 
Even yesterdays Times reports this hue and cry over Syria. 

“Diplomats. here found it difficult today to sort out 
fact from propaganda. There was a feeling among them, 
however, that Britain, France and Israel had an interest 
at this time in building up the menace of Soviet military 
penetration of Syria as well as Egypt as proof to the free 
world of the value of their. operations against Egypt.”

SPIRIT OF MELBOURNE: Red Smith’s description of “three 
blokes on the victory stand” was another one of his gems. The three 
were Vladimir Kuts of the Soviet Union after his tremendous 5,000 
meter victory, second place finisher Gordon Pirie of England (who 
also broke the Olympic record for the event) and third place, and 
third place finisher Derek Ibbotson of England. As they left the 


stand together, Kuts showed his Gold Medal to. Pirie, who wanted 
to see what it was like, and then along came Ibbotson to snatch 
it and make off with it. “That's how it was”, writes Smith, “the 
three of them laughing and clowning together, and a fellow couldn’t. .
